may hear from His Excellency's hps. 
but he will be^able, we doubt not, to 
say something that will both re-assuro 
those ho addresses as to the fidelity 
with which the , Dominion of Canada 
will observe its obligations, as to the 
desire felt by all classes of the people 
for a closer and more perfect union 
between all tho Provinces than any 
treaty on paper can secure, and the 
certainty of tho great, destiny that 
awaits the complete ftilfilment of the 
grand.

It was deemed advisable first to ask 
the Goveriiinont to employ an engineer 
of considorablo oxporicnco in dyking 
to orocuro all Iho information poasi- 
blo as to oxpeuditure, otc, and wobo- 
liove that hjuinass should be made a 
tost caHo to prove the practicability of 
reclaiming overflowed lands on tho 
Fraser, because they avo so extensive;
